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25K1K ‘Le In about Pebruary or March 1951 the Iiinistry of Natiorml Dofense ordered 
that sll of the storage space in the Ggechoslovak 
(Ceskoslovenske mrazimy a chladimyr) be made available for the cold storage 
of meat. It was decided to distribute fruits -and vegetables to retail outlets 
in order to clear the necessary space. About three weeks Later the Ministry 
of National Defense cancelled the order because of insufficient deliveries 
of meat. The Czechoslovak Freezing and Cooling Plants have a capacity of 
100,000 beef carcasses, each of 350 kg dead weight. By the end of March 
1951 only 10 per cent of this weight of beef had been delivered to the plants.
